At the Deputies* meeting, Mr. Dulles referred to the Air Force 
request for assistance in disposing of a Dr. SchreUber, itixo has been 
brought from Germany. It was explained that no commitment had as yet 
been made, but CIA. was exploring the possibility of sending Schrefber 
to the Cl J3base. After considerable discussion, the DCI approved 
helping out the Air Force in this instance if this could be done nrLthout 
hurting CIA. If, for example, there were sane investigation respecting 
Schreiber, it might destroy the cover for the d d base.
